this outstanding debt. The sale was to have 
been opened yesterday by Mrs. Ormsby-Hamil- 
ton, but she unfortunately met with an acci- 
dent—though happily not a serious one—and 
was in consequence unable to be present.

Royal City of Dublin Hospital.—Success sur- 
passing all anticipations attended the inaugura- 
tion of a “ Pound Day” at the Royal City of 
Dublin Hospital yesterday, the experiment 
producing most gratifying results. Receipts in 
money alone attained a three-figure value, 
while a great number of gifts in kind were 
made by visitors, who came to the hospital in 
a stream throaghout the day. The visitors 
were of all classes, and the opportunity was 
one whén those of small means could con- 
tribute their mites without reluctance, Quite 
a number of those who have been patients of 
the hospital made the occasion one on which 
to show their gratitude for what had been 
done for them. Some of the gifts came from 
entirely unexpected sources, showing that in- 
terest in the welfare of the hospital is wide- 
spread. A particular appeal was made by 
circular and poster to the Pembroke district, 
from which much support was forthooming. 
Such practical interest in the hospital is ex- 
tremely welcome, as it has at present an over- 
draft of £5,000 or so from the bank, and its 
resources are considtrably strained by the high 
prices of provisions, drugs, equipment, and, 
indeed, all necessaries. The hospital has fifty- 
five beds for soldiers, and nearly all of them 
are occupied. 

Dublin Naturalists’ Field Club.—At a meeting 
of the members of the Club last evening in the 
rooms of the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson 
street, the President, Professor Carpenter, dé- 
livered an addréss entitled ‘“‘ Useful Studies 
for a Field Nattralist,"’ in the course of which 
he dealt with the connection between natural 
history and agriculture and gardening. There 
was, he said, a close connection between the 
study of natural history and the uses to which 
natural history may be put The lecture was 
illustrated by lantern slides, which were very 
interesting. 

Rescue From Drowning.—Particulars were 
learned yesterday of an exciting scene at 
Spencer Dock, North Wall, on the previous 
night, between nine and ten o'clock, It appears 
that a boy named Vincent Kelly, 15 years, 
climbed over some railings, and fell into the 
dock, where the twin bridges span the opening 
from the Liffey. Another lad, Patzich Daly, 
of 67 Riehmond place, and aged 19 years, 
promptly dived into the water to Kelly's assist- 
ance. The boys appeared to be in difficulties, 
and a trooper of the Sth Lancers descended a 
ladder into the water up to his chin and lent 
such assistance that both were got ashore 
safely. They were then brought into the gate- 
house of the Midland Railway yard, where 
Gateman Harvey warmed and dried them.

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IRISH LINEN PROSECUTION. 


LONDON TRADER FINED. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM.) 
LUNDON, Tuurspay. 

At the Lambeth Police Court to-day, before 
Mr. H. C. Biron, Alvert Wilson, trading as 
Wilson’s Stores, Atlantic road, Brixton, was 
summoned by the Board of Trade, at the in- 
stance of the Department of Agriculture for 
Ireland, for having, on the 15th of May, the 
20th of May, and the 2lst August, sold and 
been in the posseasion of collars to which a 
false trade description had been given. 

Mr. Frank Safford, barrister, appeared in 
support of the summonses) Mr. G. ©. Topham, 
solicitor, was for the defence. 

Mr. Safford told the Court that on the 15th

the Irish Board of Agriculture, saw dis layed 
in Wilson’s stores coilars branded oR 
Saxon,” with a printed card Searing the words, 
** Linen collars, 6d.; 2s. 9d. half-dozen.” He 
made a purchase, and again in August he went 
to the stores and saw the collars still beg ex- 
hibited. When supplied with one of the collars 
from a box the seller eaid that it was linen, 
and he believed that it was Irish linen. The 
collar, in fact, was made of cotton cloth, faced 
with a mixture know. as “ Union cloth.” Mr. 
Safford added that be did not want unduly to 
press the case, but false descriptions such as 
ths were detrimental io traders who sold linen 
collurs, as well as to the public. 

Mr. Topham admitted on behalf of the de- 
fendant that a technical offence had been com- 
mitted. Mr. Wilson, he said, was a leather 
merchant, carrying on business in another part 
of London, and had no active connection with 
the shop at Brixton. A max who had been 
in his service for twenty years was in charge. 
These collars were sold under the mark of 
“ Radiae Saxon.” They were formerly faced 
with linen, but, unknown to the manager, in 
recent years thy had been faced with linen and 
cotton known as “Union * facing, and also 
with. cotton only. It was rfectiy true that 
the wholesalers from whom they were urchased 
did not describe them as “ linen.” This collar 
business was but an infinitesimal part of the 
trade carried on at the stores. As it was such 
a small offence, he trusted that the magistrate 
would not fix upon the defendant the stigma 
of a conviction, but would impose costs only. 

Mr. Lionel Johnson, salesman in the employ 
of Mr. Wilson, said that he ordered the 

“ Radiac Saxon” collars from the wholesalers, 
and was originally informed that they were 
linen-faced collars. Then he was told, after 
this prosecution was instituted, that the ‘facings 
had been made “ Union " facings, a mixture of 
linen and cotton, and afterwards cotton facings. 
During the whole of the time that he was pur- 
chasing them he never had any intimation that 
they were not what they originally were—linen- 
faced collars. He had made inquiries, and had 
found that collars which were “linen” were 
not linen throughout, but were all covered. He 
thought that these were linen-faced collars, the 
same as they were twen*y years ago. 

The Magistrate imposed a fine of £10, with 
£10 costs, on the summons for selling.

Even 
if the worst should happen to Rumania, 
her intervention, from the wider point of 
view, will have been by no means fruitless. 
It has compelled the enemy to draw upon 
their reserves to an extent which, if that 
expenditure should prove fruitless, must 
mean almost their bankruptcy in all their 
other operations. At the moment when 
the wastage of her man-power was be- 
ginning to be acutely felt by Germany, 
it forced her to make provision against 
the addition of & new front to these which 
she had to hold already and of half a 
million men to the numbers .of her 
opponents. . There is the most direct and 
intimate relation between the intervention 
of Rumania and the Bill for compulsory 
civilian service which the Imperial Ger- 
man Chancellor introduced in the Reich- 
stag yesterday. This extiome measure is 
designed to replenish, by organising the 
whole man-power of Germany for war 
purposes, the reservoir of strength in men 
which Rumania’s intervention reduced in 
a very dangerous degree. It is a signi- 
ficant coincidence that the moment when 
the enemy are standing before Bukharest 
is the moment when Germany's Ministers 
are forced to inform their people with 
rare frankness that their situation is 
serious.

REASONS FOR THE BILL. 

The reasons for this bill, for the adoption of 
which we will ask, were not thought out at the 
study desk, but were forged under incessant 
fire at the front.

VISCOUNT FRENCH. 

Viscount FRENCH, who was received with 
cheers, said that in connection with this bill he 
would like to say that, as Commander-in-Chief 
of the Hone Forces, he had made it his business 
to get into close touch with the . Volunteers. 
For months and months past Volunteers had 
freely given up their Sundays to be employed 
in digging trenches in various parts of the 
country. Many of them hai permanently taken 
over charge of vulnerable points, and these had 
enabled a saving to be made in the establish« 
ment of the Royal Defence Corps. In this and 
many other ways dhey had given practical evi- 
dence’ of the splendid spirit which animated 
them.

But before 
we could embark on a large expenditure tor 
equipment, etc., it must be apparent to every- 
one that a certain standard of physical fitness 
end a sufficient attendance at drills and in- 
struction, to emsuro the necessary measure of 
efficiency, were regtired. Much had been said 
about the possibility of replacing the Royal 
Defence Corps by the Volunteers. They had 
been tried on a limited seale, but in the present 
undveloped pondition of the force he feared that 
they could not hope to do ‘nore than had been 
done in that direction. The possibility would 
probably assume a very different aspect /.fier 
the provisions of their bill came into force 
when the Volunteers would know exactly how 
they stood, and every regiment and baitehon 
would have its proper constitution and rdédir 
whén, in fact, the force fell into sound working 
order. It was quite possible, and he hoped 
probabie, that many battalions would he in a 
position to make such arfangements within 
their own ranks, and enable them to undertake 
the work of guarding some of the positions of 
vulnerabie points in their own immediate neigh- 
bourhood. : 

ORGANISATION.

ADDRESS TO HORNSEY

In his election address to the constituents of 
Hornsey division, Mr. Kennedy Jones states 
that he has been a strenuous and unflinching 
advocate of the most vigorous prosecution of 
the war in its manifold phases, and, if returned, 
he was apt rie to support every act of the 
Coalition which increased the power of our 
war machine and so forged a new weapon of 
victory.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES FOR 
DECEMBER, 
<Q 

(FROM OUR ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT, 

Tus PLANeTs.—Mereury is very far south, and 
rises and seis in daylight during the greater 
part of the month. Venus is still a morning 
star, but is approaching her superior conjunc- 
tion, and by the close of December is only to 
be seen in tlie morning twiight. She rises 
at 5.52 a.m. on the Slst. Mars is too near 
the Sun to be visible. Jupiter and Saturn are 
the planets of the night during December. 
Jupiter rises in the late afternoon, and is weil 
up in the heavens before darkness sets in. He 
is on the meridian at 8.57 p.m. on the Ist. 
Transits of his satellites with their shadows 
ocour at convenient hours in the evening on the 
4th, Sth, 7th, 9th, llth, 14th, 16th, 2ist, 23rd, 
28th and 30th, so the telescopist has numerous 
opportunities of watching these fascinating 
P enomena. Saturn rises at 7.544 p.m. on the 
st, 5.26 p.m. on the Slst. The rings are still 
wide open, and the high elevation of the 
planet gives the most favourable opportunity 
for examining all the phenomena of his amaz- 
ing system. A 3-inch telescope, if good, will 
show Cassini's division between the outer and 
inner rings, and two, possibly three, of the 
satellites. A 4inch- glass will show the 
“crape” ring and five satellites. The rest of 
the satellites require powerful telescopes to

Observatory occasionally shows 
eight. There are one or two more recently 
discovered, which are too faint for the world’s 
most powerful telescopes, and have only re- 
vealed themselves to the photographic plate. 
They are so small and so distant from their 
primary that they would probably be invisible 
to such eyes as ours, even if viewed from 
Saturn himself. Saturn is in Canoer, slowly 
moving back (westwards) towards the border of 
Gemini. He is coming more and more nearly 
into line with Castor and Pollux.

Tux Stars:—The winter heavens are ap- 
a Eo their most brilliant display now. On 
ecember list at midnight Aldebaran and the 
Pieiades have already crossed the meridian. 
Capella, nearly overhead, is just approaching it, 
as is Orion, ‘ower down. Sirius, in the south- 
east, is easily recognised by the vividness of his 
scintillations, which recall the sparkles of a 
large diamond. Above him is Procyon, the 
Lesser Dog-star, as Sirius is the Greater. Higher 
up again are Castor and Pollux, now accom- 
panied by Saturn Nearly due east is the 
‘Sickle” of Leo West of the meridian Jupiter 
hangs just below the leading stars of Aries. 
Pegasus and Cetus are setting. The “Plough” 
climbs east of the Pole, while opposite to it 
Cassiopeia is descending on the west.
